Pout ban 


GRIMSBY inshore 
crews are to be 
stopped from un¬ 
loading their own 
catches. An unexpected 
announcement from 
the local branch of the 
National Docks Labour 
Board last Friday 
stated that all fish 
brought into the port 
"by inshore vessels 
from the beginning of 
March must be dis¬ 
charged by registered 
lumper labour. 

The mily s r essels excluded 
under the new ruling arc in¬ 
shore busts registered be tore 
19-17 — and none of the port’s 
16 locally owned full-time in¬ 
shore boats iiualifv- 

This shock announcement 
raine after an emergency 
meeting of the NDLB which 
had been convened, it was un- 
tlersi<iod, to discuss the 
Ward lev incident’ (Fishing 
News, February II). 


This had brought Grimsby 
to a standstill on February 8 
when the 2U8-strong lumper 
force staged a 24-hour strike 
because tne crew of Wardley 
had unloaded nearlv seven 
kits of fish themselves the 
night before. 

A former seiner, using 
lumpers on all her landing:-., 
Wardley was converted to an 
inshore giil-netter at the 
beginning of 1976 at a cost to 
her owner, Skipper Eric 
Lose, of something like 
£30,(1011. 

Last October she applied 
lor reelassificntiim ns nn in- 
shore boat and this was 
grunted by all the iii!llu>rities, 
including the NDLB. Under 
present NDLB criteria, in¬ 
troduced in September lil74, 
only vessels under 40-gross 
registered Inns, or under 6(J- 
ft. in length, nr which have 
been nt sen for not more than 
seven titles, may discharge 
[heir own fish without inden¬ 
ting for lumper labour. 

Wardley is 54 ft. and dis¬ 
places 34 tons, putting her 


well inside the ruling on 
dimensions and, moreover, 
she hnd been nt sea for only 
two tides before the incident 
took place. 

A spokesman for her 
agents, Consolidated 
Fisheries (Seiners) Ltd., told 
Fishing News Inst week that 
da- vrs-,.i-l is it it ml* often than 
not away for more than seven 
titles (3i days) and the firm 
had never failed to indent for 
lumper labour when this was 
die case.

A BAN on fishing for 
Norway pout in a large 
aron of the North Sea* 
starts on Monday. 

An order Laid before 
Parliament on Friday last 
week will prohibit' pout 
fishing ‘tu prevent further 
damage of the immature 
stocks of white fish in the 
North Sea due to industrial 
fishing’.

What makes London smoked salmon, cured in some 
back turning of the East End, superior to the nationally 
advertised ‘traditional rum and brown sugar' cures? (In- 
ctdently. Is It not rather nauseating for anyone but e con¬ 
firmed alcoholic to even contemplate steeping a delicately 
flavoured fish suoh at salmon in as crude a substance as 
rum?) 

One thing Is oertaln. No one is going to find out the cur¬ 
ing secrets of London's smokers. They would rather dlsouss 
their tax returns than reveal their special methods. But one 
factor la their selection of raw material. 

They buy s large proportion of their fish In Billingsgate 
end so they have the widest selection of fish available. And 
they are prepared to pay for quality. For too often at a port 
one sees the poorest fish — that whloh has Just escaped the 
condemnars — being borrowed off to the smoke houses to 
'save their lives'. Buying second-rate material always 
results in second-rate products. 

The proof of tha pudding ie in the eating. This Is where 
the subtle flavours of those delicately pels haddocks. Inno¬ 
cent of any dye, cured by Dicky Bird, fall lovingly on the 
tongue. Crisp golden skins of trout oonoeal Juloy flesh when 
prepared by tha curiously-named Hamburger Products, 
whose elegantly sign-written scarlet and gold van proclaims 
them also to be producers of smoked 'ells' (sio). London- 
smoked salmon, almost exclusively the province of Jewish 
manufacturers, la ellcesble with a spoon and, melting in the 
mouth, releases a hint of ethnic sploa.
